Sec. 2. Whenever any ten consecutive miles of the
said railroad shall be completed and ready for the roiling
stock, it shall be the duty of the governor to execute on

behalt of the state, a deed of conveyance to the said com-
pany, the full quota of said lands for the portion of said
road so completed ; Provided, That if the said company
shall not copstruct and equip for business, with ears run-
ning thereon, at least ten miles of the said road, within
three years from the first day of December, A.D. one
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, and the residue
within six years from the last date aforesaid, then and in
that case, all the lands hereby granted, pertaining to the
unbuilt portion of the said road shall be forfeited to the
state.
